thrown out of the security council.

“Our objective is peace. We do

“In the United Nations, we must 
keep trying to convince Mr. Malik 
and his government of their errors 
and of our peaceful intentions. 
Through the. United Nations we can 
reach the peoples of the Soviet 
Union and of other countries. 

‘Tt is not the people, it is the

here. That creates a force of pub- 
lic opinion, backed by moral au- 
thority that opposes aggression-~ 
and even the Soviet dictatorship 
cannot ignore such a force.

More Phoney Money Pushed 
In 1949, Report States | 


WASHINGTON. — Secret Service 
Chief U..E. Baughman has re- 
ported public losses from counter- 
feiting more than tripled from 1948 
to 1949, jumping from $190,133 to 
$651,445. 

‘This marked the highest peak in 
phoney money deals since 1935 
when the public lost a record 
$1,037,785, he said. : 
Another $703,423 in bogus bills 
was seized by Secret Service 
agents before it could be passed 
Baughman said in a report to the 
kecertary of the mrensury on 1948 
operations. 

He reported also an inerease in 
forgeries of treasury checks and 
savings bonds. 

Operations against counterfeiters 
brought 478 arrests in 1949. Some 
suspects had not yet been tried. 
but 273 «ersons were convicted on 
counterfeiting charges last year 
he report said.
